Exercise 10.7

temple. Having seen this, he was greatly moved and began to weep. “Alexander,” he said, 
“while still a young man had conquered the world; I have never done anything great.” And so 
he returned to Rome and prepared himself for greater things. 


Exercise 10.8 


Afterwards, Caesar again waged war in Spain. When he had defeated many enemies of the 
Romans there, he wanted to return to Rome in order to be a consul. He was also hoping to 
enter the city in a triumphal procession, with the prisoners and his soldiers. The senators 
however said “You cannot seek the office of consul unless you enter the city as a private 
citizen.” Caesar therefore preferred to hold office for one year, rather than to be praised by 
the crowd for one day. One consul in the same year was Bibulus: he however did almost 
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nothing, Caesar almost everything. Afterwards out of all the provinces Caesar chose Gaul. 
Fierce tribes lived there; at first the Romans held a small part of the country. Soon however, 
with Caesar as leader, the Romans had overcome all Gaul. 


Exercise 10.9 


In Gaul, Caesar sought both money and glory for himself. Leading four legions, he defeated 
many tribes there. The Helvetii left their own land and began to travel across Gaul; Caesar 
forced them to go back, although they had earlier burned their houses. Caesar was often 
cruel: once when he was going to fight, he waited for a long time, so that the enemy would 
have no water; then, after he had easily defeated them, he ordered the hands of all of them to 
be cut off. When he found out that the tribes of Germany were about to invade Gaul, he built 
a bridge across the river Rhine. He led the legions into Germany, so that his forces would be 
seen by everyone. Then, without a battle, he led the legions back into Gaul, and ordered the 
bridge to be destroyed. The Germans understood the hidden message; they did not invade 
Gaul.

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When he had fought in Gaul and Britain for eight years, Caesar wanted to go back to Rome in 
order to be a consul again. But he did not know how he could do this. For he had many 
enemies in the city, among whom were Pompey and very many senators. And so, because he 
feared the danger, he was unwilling to go back without his army. However, Roman generals 
were forbidden by the laws to lead troops into Italy.

Exercise 10.37

war, he received many rewards: he was called “father of the homeland”; in the senate-house 
he sat above the other senators; the name “Julius” was given to the seventh month of the year; 
he could always wear a laurel wreath. He was made dictator for life. However, some of the 
senators were afraid that he wanted to be king; others believed that he was going to make 
Alexandria the capital of the Roman empire, so that he could rule the Romans with Cleopatra 
as queen. 


And so a few of the senators wanted to make a plan to kill Caesar. They thought that Marcus 
Brutus would be the best leader. However because they didn’t dare to speak openly, they sent 
a messenger to him: “You are sleeping, Brutus”; with these words they persuaded him. Some 
said some things about the manner of the death, others said other things. One senator wanted 
to attack him while he was walking along the Sacred Way, another wanted to push him from 
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a bridge into the river. Finally they decided to kill Caesar in the senate-house on the Ides of 
March, in order to defend the freedom of the citizens and the dignity of Rome.

And so on that day at dawn Caesar decided to stay at home. The conspirators therefore sent 
Decimus Brutus to bring Caesar to the senate-house. He said to Caesar “The senators are 
waiting for you, because they have an important matter on their hands.” Caesar therefore, 
now bolder, set out at the fifth hour. 


While he was entering the senate-house, having noticed Spurinna near the door, he laughed at 
him, since the Ides of March had come without danger. The soothsayer however replied that 
they had come, but not passed. After Caesar went into the senate-house, he was surrounded 
by the conspirators who were holding daggers. Among them he caught sight of Marcus 
Brutus, who had been his friend; ““You too, Brutus?” he asked. Then he held his toga in front 
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of his face. The conspirators stabbed Caesar, who fell even at the feet of the statue of 
Pompey: he was killed by twenty-three wounds. 


In this matter, Marcus Brutus and Decimus Brutus were following the example of their very 
famous ancestor. For Lucius Brutus had once expelled the king Tarquinius Superbus from 
Rome.
